“I don’t think he wants to 
harp on it," said Herbert 
Thompson, Agnew’s press sec- 
retary. "He has achieved what 
he wanted— a stimulation of 
discussion that very * 
wouldn’t have taken 
without him. It is not his 
or method to continue ' 
thing like this in one 
after another.”
